The  college  town  is  a  unique  type  of 
urban  place,  shaped  by  the  sometimes 
conflicting  forces  of  youth,  intellect,  and 
idealism.  The  hundreds  of  college  towns 
in  the  United  States  are,  in  essence,  an 
academic  archipelago.  Similar  to  one 
another,  they  differ  in  fundamental  ways 
from  other  cities  and  the  regions  in  which 
they  are  located. 

In  this  highly  readable  book — the  first 
work  published  on  the  subject — Blake 
Gumprecht  identifies  the  distinguishing 
features  of  college  towns,  explains  why 
they  have  developed  as  they  have  in  the 
United  States,  and  examines  in  depth 
various  characteristics  that  make  them 
unusual.  In  eight  thematic  chapters,  he 
explores  some  of  the  most  interesting 
aspects  of  college  towns — their  distinctive 
residential  and  commercial  districts,  their 
unconventional  political  cultures,  their 
status  as  bohemian  islands,  their  emer- 
gence as  high-tech  centers,  and  more. 
Each  of  these  chapters  focuses  on  a  single 
college  town  as  an  example,  while  provid- 
ing additional  evidence  from  other  towns.

A  path-breaking  analysis  of  the 
Vietnam  War  as  experienced  by 
the  Vietnamese  peasantry 

In  Vietnam,  the  American  government 
vowed  to  win  the  "hearts  and  minds" 
of  the  people.  On  the  other  side,  among 
those  who  led  and  sympathized  with  the 
insurgents,  the  term  "people's  war"  gained 
a  wide  currency.  Yet  while  much  has  been 
written  about  those  who  professed  to  speak 
for  the  Vietnamese  population,  we  know 
surprisingly  little  about  the  everyday  life 
of  the  peasants  who  made  up  the  bulk  of 
the  country's  inhabitants.  This  book  illu- 
minates that  subject.  Drawing  on  a  wide 
range  of  sources,  including  interviews 
conducted  by  the  Rand  Corporation  with 
informants  from  My  Tho  Province  in  the 
Mekong  Delta,  David  Hunt  brings  to  light 
the  daily  experience  of  villagers  in  the 
midst  of  war  and  revolution. 

The  peasants  of  southern  Vietnam 
were  neither  onlookers  nor  mere  victims 
as  fighting  raged  throughout  their  coun- 
try. From  the  "concerted  uprising"  in 
1 959- 1 960  to  the  Tet  Offensive  of  1968, 
the  revolutionary  movement  they  created 
was  in  fact  the  driving  force  within  the 
war.  Known  as  the  "Viet  Cong"  to  their 
adversaries,  the  rebels  called  themselves 
the  "Liberation  Front."  They  demanded 
an  end  to  landlordism  and  an  egalitarian 
distribution  of  the  means  of  subsistence  as 
well  as  a  democratization  of  relations 
between  town  and  countryside,  parents 
and  children,  men  and  women.  They 
hoped  the  Vietnamese  people  would 
achieve  a  fuller  sense  of  their  place  in  the 
world  and  of  the  power  they  possessed  to 


fashion  their  own  destinies,  without  reli- 
ance on  supernatural  forces. 

In  the  first  half  of  the  book,  Hunt  ana- 
lyzes this  cultural  revolution.  As  fighting 
spread  and  became  more  destructive, 
especially  after  the  U.S.  escalation  in 
1965,  villagers  were  driven  from  their 
homes,  the  rural  infrastructure  collapsed, 
and  customary  notions  of  space  and  time 
lost  purchase  on  an  increasingly  chaotic 
world.  In  the  second  half  of  the  book, 
Hunt  shows  how  peasants,  who  earlier  had 
aspired  to  .1  kind  of  revolutionary  modern- 
ism, now  found  themselves  struggling  to 
survive  and  to  cope  with  the  American 
intruders  who  poured  into  My  Tho,  and 
how  they  managed  to  regroup  and  spear- 
head the  Tet  Offensive  that  irrevocably 
altered  the  course  of  the  war.

A  study  of  American  attempts  to  come 
to  terms  with  the  legacy  of  the  Vietnam 
War,  this  hook  highlights  the  central  role 
played  by  Vietnam  veterans  in  shaping 
public  memory  of  the  war.  Tracing  the 
evolution  of  the  image  of  the  Vietnam 
veteran  from  alienated  dissenter  to  trau- 
matized victim  to  noble  warrior,  Patrick 
Hagopian  describes  how  efforts  to  com- 
memorate the  war  increasingly  down- 
played the  political  divisions  it  spawned 
in  favor  of  a  more  unifying  emphasis  on 
honoring  veterans  and  promoting 
national  "healing." 

Veterans  themselves  contributed  to 
this  process  by  mobilizing  in  the  early 
1980s  to  create  a  national  memorial  dedi- 
cated to  all  Americans  who  fought  and 
died  in  Southeast  Asia.  At  the  same  time, 
President  Ronald  Reagan,  after  failing  to 
convince  the  public  that  the  war  was  a 
"noble  cause,"  seized  upon  the  idea  of 
"healing"  as  a  way  of  reaffirming  the 
value  of  military  service  and,  by  extension, 
countering  the  effects  of  the  so-called 
Vietnam  syndrome — the  widespread  fear 
that  any  assertive  foreign  policy  initiative 
might  result  in  "another  Vietnam."  It  was 
with  this  aim  in  view,  Hagopian  reveals, 
that  the  Reagan  administration  worked 
quietly  behind  the  scenes  to  ensure  that 
the  Vietnam  Veterans  Memorial  would 
be  completed,  despite  strong  conservative 
opposition  to  Maya  Lin's  bold  design. 

Hagopian  shows  that  the  same  empha- 
sis on  "healing"  came  into  play  in  the  ere- 
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ation  of  countless  other  Vietnam  War 
memorials  throughout  the  country.  At 
many  of  these  sites,  the  focus  was  on  the 
psychic  wounds  believed  to  have  been 
inflicted  on  returning  vets  by  an  ungrate- 
ful nation.  Thus  the  dedication  of  state 
and  local  memorials  became  occasions 
not  only  for  setting  aside  opposing  views 
of  the  war  and  honoring  those  who 
served,  but  also  for  the  performance  of 
public  rituals  in  which  veterans  were 
"welcomed  home."

The  lingering  aftereffects  of  the  Vietnam 
War  resonate  to  this  day  throughout 
American  society:  in  foreign  policy,  in 
attitudes  about  the  military  and  war  gen- 
erally, and  in  the  contemporary  lives  of 
members  of  the  so-called  baby  boom  gen- 
eration who  came  of  age  during  the  1960s 
and  early  1970s.  While  the  best-known 
personal  accounts  of  the  war  tend  to  cen- 
ter on  the  experience  of  combat,  Maureen 
Ryan's  The  Other  Side  of  Grief  examines 
the  often  overlooked  narratives — novels, 
short  stories,  memoirs,  and  films — that 
document  the  war's  impact  on  the  home 
front. 

In  analyzing  the  accounts  of  Vietnam 
veterans,  women  as  well  as  men,  Ryan 
focuses  on  the  process  of  readjustment, 
on  how  the  war  continued  to  insinuate 
itself  into  their  lives,  their  families,  and 
their  communities  long  after  they 
returned  home.  She  looks  at  the  writings 
of  women  whose  husbands,  lovers,  broth- 
ers, and  sons  served  in  Vietnam  and 
whose  own  lives  were  transformed  as  a 
result.  She  also  appraises  the  experiences 
of  the  POWs  who  came  to  be  embraced  as 
the  war's  only  heroes;  the  ordeal  of  Viet- 
namese refugees  who  fled  their  "American 
War"  to  new  lives  in  the  United  States; 
and  the  influential  movement  created  by 
those  who  committed  themselves  to  pro- 
testing the  war. 

The  end  result  of  Ryan's  investigations 
is  a  cogent  synthesis  of  the  vast  narrative 
literature  generated  by  the  Vietnam  War 
and  its  aftermath.  Together  those  stories 


powerfully  demonstrate  how  deeply  the 
legacies  of  the  war  penetrated  American 
culture  and  continue  to  reverberate  still.

Set  mostly  in  the  wilds  of  Alaska, 
these  stories  take  on  the  shifting 
legend  of  a  lost  father

In  "Ichthyology,"  a  young  boy  watches  his 
father  spiral  from  divorce  to  suicide.  The 
story  is  told  obliquely,  often  through  the 
boy's  observations  of  his  tropical  fish,  yet 
also  reveals  his  father's  last  desperate 
moves,  including  quitting  dentistry  for 
commercial  fishing  in  the  Bering  Sea. 
"Rhoda"  goes  back  to  the  beginning  of 
the  father's  second  marriage  and  the  boy's 
fascination  with  his  stepmother,  who  has 
one  partially  closed  eye.  This  eye  becomes 
a  metaphor  for  the  adult  world  the  boy 
can't  yet  see  into,  including  sexuality  and 
despair,  which  feel  like  the  key  initiating 
elements  of  the  father's  eventual  suicide. 
"A  Legend  of  Good  Men"  tells  the  story 
of  the  boy's  life  with  his  mother  after  his 
father's  death  through  the  series  of  men 
she  dates. 

In  "Sukkwan  Island,"  an  extraordinary 
novella,  the  father  invites  the  boy  home- 
steading  for  a  year  on  a  remote  island  in 
the  southeastern  Alaskan  wilderness.  As 
the  situation  spins  out  of  control,  the  son 
witnesses  his  father's  despair  and  takes 
matters  into  his  own  hands.  In  "Ketchi- 
kan," the  boy  is  now  thirty  years  old, 
searching  for  the  origin  of  ruin.  He  tracks 
down  Gloria,  the  woman  his  father  first 
cheated  with,  and  is  left  with  the  sense  of 
"a  world  held  in  place,  as  it  turned  out,  by 
nothing  at  all."  Set  in  Fairbanks,  where 
the  author's  father  actually  killed  himself, 
"The  Higher  Blue"  provides  an  epilogue  to 
the  collection.

When  English  craftsman,  poet,  and  social- 
ist William  Morris  advised  consumers  in 
the  1880s  to  "have  nothing  in  your  houses 
that  you  do  not  know  to  be  useful  or  be- 
lieve to  be  beautiful,"  he  prompted  a  move- 
ment for  design  reform  in  Britain,  Europe, 
and  America.  Championing  Morris's  views, 
the  Society  of  Arts  and  Crafts  in  Boston 
led  the  quest  for  "usefulness  and  beauty"  in 
the  United  States.  As  the  oldest  arts  and 
crafts  organization  in  the  country,  it 
exerted  considerable  influence. 

Among  the  Boston  reformers  were 
design  critics,  whose  profession  became 
increasingly  important  in  the  nineteenth 
century.  Many  of  them — including  a 
number  of  prominent  women — were  also 
architects,  designers,  craft  workers,  edu- 
cators, and  theorists.  Their  views  on 
design  reform  were  substantive  and 
often  controversial. 

This  richly  illustrated  book  explores 
the  interaction  of  craft  workers  and  critics 
as  they  collaborated  to  improve  the  qual- 
ity of  the  living  and  working  environment 
in  Boston  and  across  the  United  States. 
Beverly  K.  Brandt  examines  multiple 
overlapping  topics — the  evolution  of  the 
profession  of  design  criticism  in  the  nine- 
teenth century;  Boston  in  the  "Gilded 
Age"  as  a  center  for  reform,  epitomized 
by  the  Aesthetic  and  the  Arts  and  Crafts 
movements;  the  formative  years  of  the 
Society  of  Arts  and  Crafts  (1897-1917); 
key  personalities  associated  with  that 
organization;  the  theoretical  underpin- 
nings of  the  Arts  and  Crafts  movement; 


and  a  diaspora  of  Boston  reformers  who 
left  the  city  to  promote  usefulness  and 
beauty  across  the  country  and  abroad.  In 
an  epilogue,  she  discusses  the  Arts  and 
Crafts  revival  which  has  flourished  since 
the  igvos  and  contemplates  why  the 
search  for  usefulness  and  beauty  continues 
to  resonate  today.

In  the  mid-1950s,  as  many  developing 
nations  sought  independence  from  colo- 
nial rule,  black  women  in  the  American 
South  and  in  South  Africa  launched 
parallel  campaigns  to  end  racial  injustice 
within  their  respective  communities.  Just 
as  the  dignified  obstinacy  of  Mrs.  Rosa 
Parks  sparked  the  Montgomery  bus  boy- 
cott in  1955,  the  20,000  South  African 
women  who  marched  in  Pretoria  a  year 
later  to  protest  the  pass  laws  signaled  a 
new  wave  of  resistance  to  the  system  of 
apartheid.  In  both  places  women  who  had 
previously  been  consigned  to  subordinate 
roles  brought  fresh  leadership  to  the  strug- 
gle for  political  freedom  and  social  equal- 
ity. In  this  book,  Pamela  E.  Brooks  tells 
their  story,  documenting  the  extraordi- 
nary achievements  of  otherwise  ordinary 
women. 

In  comparing  the  experiences  of  black 
women  activists  in  two  different  parts  of 
the  African  diaspora,  Brooks  draws  heav- 
ily on  oral  histories  that  provide  clear,  and 
often  painful,  insight  into  their  back- 
grounds, their  motives,  their  hopes,  and 
their  fears.  We  learn  how  black  women 
from  all  walks  of  life — domestic  and  fac- 
tory workers,  householders,  teachers, 
union  organizers,  churchwomen,  club- 
women, rural  and  urban  dwellers  alike — 
had  to  overcome  their  class  differences 
and  work  through  the  often  difficult 
gender  relations  within  their  families 
and  communities.  Yet  eventually  they 
came  together  to  forge  their  own  political 
organizations,  such  as  the  Women's 


Political  Council  and  the  Federation  of 
South  African  Women,  or  joined  orga- 
nizations of  women  and  men,  such  as  the 
Montgomery  Improvement  Association 
and  the  African  National  Congress,  to 
advance  the  common  agenda  of  black 
liberation. 

By  tracing  the  dual  rise  of  political 
consciousness  and  activism  among  the 
black  women  of  the  U.S.  South  and 
South  Africa,  Brooks  not  only  illuminates 
patterns  that  have  long  been  overlooked 
but  places  that  shared  history  within 
the  context  of  .1  larger  global  struggle  to 
bring  an  end  to  the  vestiges  of  European 
colonialism.

William  F.  S.  Miles, 
with  Samuel  B.  Miles 


A  cross-cultural  memoir  by  a 
former  Peace  Corps  volunteer  and 
Fulbright  scholar 


In  February  2000,  William  Miles  set  off 
from  Massachusetts  for  a  Muslim  village 
in  West  Africa  with  his  ten-year-old  son 
Samuel  to  settle  an  inheritance  dispute 
over  a  horse.  National  Public  Radio  was  so 
intrigued  with  this  story  that  A!!  Things 
Considered  broadcast  his  pre-departure 
testament,  as  well  as  a  follow-up  commen- 
tary on  what  actually  happened. 

My  African  Horse  Problem  recounts 
the  intricacies  of  this  unusual  father-son 
expedition,  a  sometimes  harrowing  two- 
week  trip  that  Samuel  joined  as  "true 
heir"  to  the  disputed  stallion.  It  relates 
the  circumstances  leading  up  to  the 
dispute  and  describes  the  intimacy  of  a 
relationship  spanning  a  quarter  century 
between  William  Miles  and  the  custodi- 
ans of  his  family  horse — Islamic  village 
friends  eking  out  a  precarious  existence 
along  the  remote  sub-Saharan  borderline 
between  Nigeria  and  Niger. 

My  African  Horse  Problem  is  a  multi- 
layered  narrative — part  memoir,  part  eth- 
nography— reaching  back  to  Miles's  days 
as  a  Peace  Corps  volunteer  in  Niger  in  the 
1970s  and  a  Fulbright  scholar  in  the 
1980s.  At  a  deeper  level,  the  story  juxta- 
poses the  idealistic  and  sometimes  irre- 
sponsible tendencies  of  a  young  university 
graduate  with  the  parental  concerns  of 
a  middle-aged,  tenured  professor.  Miles 
wonders  if  he  was  justified  in  exposing 
Sam  to  some  of  the  worst  health  risks  on 
earth,  mainly  to  restore  tenuous  ties  with 
long-ago  friends  in  the  African  bush.  Was 
it  reckless  to  make  his  son  illegally  cross 
international  boundaries,  in  a  quixotic 


quest  for  justice  and  family  honor?  M} 
African  Horse  Problem  is  more  than  an 
adventurer's  tale  with  a  unique  story  line: 
it  is  a  father-son  travel  rumination,  leav- 
ened by  Sam's  journal  entries  that  help 
his  father  see  Africa  anew  through  a 
child's  fresh  eyes.

White-to-Black  Passing  in 
American  Culture 
Baz  Dreisinger 


A  provocative  look  at  the  shifting 
contours  of  racial  identity  in 
America 

In  the  United  States,  the  notion  of  racial 
"passing"  is  usually  associated  with  blacks 
and  other  minorities  who  seek  to  present 
themselves  as  part  of  the  white  majority. 
Yet  as  Baz  Dreisinger  demonstrates  in 
this  fascinating  study,  another  form  of 
this  phenomenon  also  occurs,  if  less 
frequently,  in  American  culture:  cases 
in  which  legally  white  individuals  are 
imagined,  by  themselves  or  by  others, 
as  pulsing  for  black. 

In  Near  Black,  Dreisinger  explores 
the  oft-ignored  history  of  what  she  calls 
"reverse  racial  passing"  by  looking  at  a 
broad  spectrum  of  short  stories,  novels, 
films,  autobiographies,  and  pop-culture 
discourse  that  depict  whites  passing  for 
black.  The  protagonists  of  these  narra- 
tives, she  shows,  span  centuries  and  cross 
contexts,  from  slavery  to  civil  rights,  jazz 
to  rock  to  hip-hop.  Tracing  their  role  from 
the  1 830s  to  the  present  day,  Dreisinger 
argues  that  central  to  the  enterprise  of 
reverse  passing  are  ideas  about  proximity. 
Because  "blackness,"  so  to  speak,  is  imag- 
ined as  transmittable,  proximity  to  black- 
ness is  invested  with  the  power  to  turn 
whites  black:  those  who  are  literally 
"near  black"  become  metaphorically 
"near  black."  While  this  concept  first 
arose  during  Reconstruction  in  the 
context  of  white  anxieties  about  mis- 
cegenation, it  was  revised  by  later  white 
passers  for  whom  proximity  to  black- 
ness became  an  authenticating  badge. 

As  Dreisinger  shows,  some  white-to- 
black  passers  pass  via  self-identification. 
Jazz  musician  Mezz  Mezzrow,  for  example, 


claimed  that  living  among  blacks  and 
playing  jazz  had  literally  darkened  his  skin. 
Others  are  taken  for  black  by  a  given  com- 
munity for  a  period  of  time.  This  was  the 
experience  of  Jewish  critic  Waldo  Frank 
during  his  travels  with  Jean  Toomer,  as 
well  as  that  of  disc  jockey  Hoss  Allen, 
master  of  R&.B  slang  at  Nashville's  famed 
WLAC  radio.  For  journalists  John  Howard 
( iriffin  and  Grace  Halsell,  passing  was  a 
deliberate  and  fleeting  experiment,  while 
for  Mark  Twain's  fictional  white  slave  in 
Pudd'nhcad  Wilson,  it  is  a  near-permanent 
and  ;k  1.  idental  01  currence. 

Whether  understood  as  a  function  of 
proximity  or  behav  ior,  skin  color  or  cul- 
tural heritage,  self-definition  or  the  per- 
ception of  others,  what  all  these  variants 
of  "reverse  passing"  demonstrate,  accord- 
ing to  Dreisinger,  is  that  the  lines  defining 
racial  identity  in  American  culture  are 
not  only  blurred  but  subject  to  change.

This  book  explores  the  impact  of  African 
American  culture  on  modernist  poetic 
language  hy  placing  black  literature  and 
culture  at  the  center  of  an  inquiry  into 
the  genealogy  of  avant-garde  poetics. 
Geoffrey  Jacques  looks  at  how  blackface 
minstrelsy,  ragtime,  vernacular  languages, 
advertising  copy,  Freud's  idea  of  the 
Uncanny,  vaudeville,  the  cliche,  and  Tin 
Pan  Alley-style  song  all  influenced  mod- 
ernist poetry. 

In  a  key  insight,  Jacques  points  out  that 
the  black  urban  community  in  the  United 
States  did  not  live  in  ghettos  during  the 
years  before  World  War  1,  but  in  smaller 
enclaves  spread  out  among  the  general 
population.  This  circumstance  helped 
catalyze  African  American  culture's 
dramatic  and  surprising  impact  on  the 
emergent  avant-garde.  By  using  a  wide 
range  of  theoretical  tools,  Jacques  poses 
new  questions  about  literary,  cultural, 
and  social  history,  the  history  and  struc- 
ture of  modernist  poetic  language,  canon 
formation,  and  the  history  of  criticism.

One  of  the  messages  that  Emily  Dickinson 
wanted  to  communicate  to  the  world  was 
her  great  love  of  William  Shakespeare — 
her  letters  abound  with  references  to  him 
and  his  works.  This  hook  explores  the 
many  implications  of  her  admiration  for 
the  Bard. 

Paraic  Finnerty  clarifies  the  essential 
role  that  Shakespeare  had  in  Dickinson's 
life  by  locating  her  allusions  to  his  writ- 
ings within  a  nineteenth-century  Ameri- 
can context  and  by  treating  reading  as  a 
practice  that  is  shaped,  to  a  large  extent, 
by  culture.  In  the  process,  he  throws  new 
light  on  Shakespeare's  multifaceted  pres- 
ence in  Dickinson's  world:  in  education, 
theater,  newspapers,  public  lectures,  read- 
ing clubs,  and  literary  periodicals. 

Through  analysis  of  letters,  journals, 
diaries,  records,  periodicals,  newspapers, 
and  marginalia,  Finnerty  juxtaposes  Dick- 
inson's engagement  with  Shakespeare  with 
the  responses  of  her  contemporaries.  Her 
Shakespeare  emerges  as  an  immoral  dra- 
matist and  highly  moral  poet;  a  highbrow 
symbol  of  class  and  cultivation  and  a  low- 
brow popular  entertainer;  an  impetus  be- 
hind the  emerging  American  theater  criti- 
cism and  an  English  author  threatening 
American  creativity;  a  writer  culturally 
approved  for  women  and  yet  one  whose 
authority  women  often  appropriated  to  cri- 
tique their  culture.  Such  a  context  allows 
the  explication  of  Dickinson's  specific  ref- 
erences to  Shakespeare  and  further  conjec- 
ture about  how  she  most  likely  read  him. 

Finnerty  also  examines  those  of  Dickin- 
son's responses  to  Shakespeare  that  devi- 
ated from  what  might  have  been  expected 
and  approved  of  by  her  culture.  Imagina- 


tively departing  from  the  commonplace, 
Dickinson  chose  to  admire  three  of  Shake- 
speare's most  powerful  and  transgressive 
female  characters — Cleopatra,  Queen 
Margaret,  and  Lady  Macbeth — instead 
of  his  more  worthy  and  virtuous  heroines. 
More  startling,  although  the  poet  found 
resonance  for  her  own  life  in  Hamlet, 
Romeo  and  Juliet,  and  Macbeth,  she 
chose,  in  the  racially  charged  atmosphere 
of  nineteenth-century  America,  to  iden- 
tify with  Shakespeare's  most  controversial 
character,  Othello,  thereby  defying  expec- 
tations once  again.

War  and  Memory  in  Northern 
Literature,  1865-1900 
Martin  Griffin 

How  Northern  writers  came  to 
grips  with  the  mixed  legacy  of  the 
Civil  War 

The  memory  of  the  American  Civil  War 
took  many  forms  over  the  decades  after 
the  conflict  ended:  personal,  social, 
religious,  and  political.  It  was  also 
remembered  and  commemorated  by- 
poets  and  fiction  writers  who  under- 
stood that  the  war  had  bequeathed 
both  historical  and  symbolic  meanings  to 
American  culture.  Although  the  defeated 
Confederacy  became  best  known  for 
producing  a  literature  of  nostalgia  and 
an  ideological  defensiveness  intended  to 
protect  the  Souths  own  version  of  history, 
authors  loyal  to  the  Union  also  confronted 
the  question  of  what  the  memory  of  the 
war  signified,  and  how  to  shape  the  literary 
response  to  that  individual  and  collective 
experience. 

In  Ashes  of  the  Mind,  Martin  Griffin 
examines  the  work  of  five  Northerners — 
three  poets  and  two  fiction  writers — 
who  over  a  period  of  four  decades  tried 
to  understand  and  articulate  the  landscape 
of  memory  in  postwar  America,  and  in 
particular  in  that  part  of  the  nation  that 
could,  with  most  justification,  claim  the 
victory  of  its  beliefs  and  values.  The  book 
begins  with  an  examination  of  the  rhetor- 
ical grandeur  of  James  Russell  Lowell's 
Harvard  Commemoration  Ode,  ranges 
across  Herman  Melville's  ironic  war 
poetry,  Henry  James's  novel  of  North- 
South  reconciliation,  The  Bostonians,  and 
Ambrose  Bierce's  short  stories,  and  ends 
with  the  bitter  meditation  on  race  and 
nation  presented  by  Paul  Laurence  Dun- 
bar's elegy  "Robert  ( iould  Shaw."  Together 
these  texts  reveal  how  a  group  of  represen- 


tative Northern  writets  were  haunted  in 
different  ways  by  the  memory  of  the 
conflict  and  its  fraught  legacy. 

Griffin  traces  a  concern  with  individ- 
ual and  community  loss,  ambivalence 
toward  victory,  and  a  changing  politics 
of  commemoration  in  the  writings  of 
Lowell,  Melville,  James,  Bierce,  and 
Dunbar.  What  links  these  very  different 
authors  is  a  Northern  memory  of  the  war 
that  became  more  complex  and  more 
compromised  as  the  century  went  on, 
often  replacing  a  sense  of  justification 
and  achievement  with  a  perception  of 
irony  and  failed  promise.

The  notion  of  addiction  has  always  con- 
jured first-person  stories,  often  beginning 
with  an  insidious  seduction,  followed  by 
compulsion  and  despair,  culminating 
in  recovery  and  tentative  hope  for  the 
future.  We  are  all  familiar  with  this  form 
of  individual  life  narrative,  Susan  Zieger 
observes,  but  we  know  far  less  about  its 
history.  "Addict"  was  not  an  available 
identity  until  the  end  of  the  nineteenth 
century,  when  a  modernizing  medical 
establishment  and  burgeoning  culture 
of  consumption  updated  the  figure  of 
the  sinful  drunkard  popularized  by  the 
temperance  movement. 

In  Inventing  the  Addict,  Zieger  tells  the 
story  of  how  the  addict,  a  person  uniquely 
torn  between  disease  and  desire,  emerged 
from  a  variety  of  earlier  figures  such  as 
drunkards,  opium-eating  scholars,  vicious 
slave  masters,  dissipated  New  Women, 
and  queer  doctors.  Drawing  on  a  broad 
range  of  literary  and  cultural  material, 
including  canonical  novels  such  as  Uncle 
Tom's  Cabin,  The  Strange  Case  of  Dr.  Jekyll 
and  Mr.  Hyde,  and  Dracula,  she  traces 
the  evolution  of  the  concept  of  addiction 
through  a  series  of  recurrent  metaphors: 
exile,  self-enslavement,  disease,  and  vam- 
pirism. She  shows  how  addiction  took  on 
multiple  meanings  beyond  its  common 
association  with  intoxication  or  specific 
habit-forming  substances — it  was  an  abid- 
ing desire  akin  to  both  sexual  attraction 
and  commodity  fetishism,  a  disease  that 
strangely  failed  to  meet  the  requirements 
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of  pathology,  and  the  citizen's  ironic 
refusal  to  fulfill  the  promise  of  freedom. 

Nor  was  addiction  an  ideologically  neu- 
tral idea.  As  Zieger  demonstrates,  it  took 
form  over  time  through  specific,  shifting 
intersections  of  gender,  race,  class,  and 
sexuality,  reflecting  the  role  of  social 
power  in  the  construction  of  meaning.

The  life  and  literary  achievement  of 
an  important  Italian  writer 

When  he  committed  suicide  at  age  forty- 
one,  Cesare  Pavese  (1908-1950)  was  one 
of  Italy's  best-known  writers.  A  poet,  nov- 
elist, literary  critic,  and  translator,  he  had 
been  profoundly  influenced  in  his  early 
years  by  American  literature.  But  later  he 
grew  disaffected  with  American  culture, 
coming  to  see  it  as  materialistic  and 
shallow.  This  book,  the  first  full-length 
English-language  study  of  Pavese  in 
twenty  years,  examines  his  life  and  the 
evolution  of  his  views  of  America  through 
a  chronological  reading  of  his  works. 

As  an  adolescent  and  young  man, 
Pavese  immersed  himself  in  American 
literature,  especially  that  of  the  nine- 
teenth and  early  twentieth  centuries.  In 
1930,  at  the  height  of  Italian  Fascism's 
popularity,  he  wrote  a  thesis  on  the  most 
democratic  of  America's  poets,  Walt 
Whitman.  He  then  supported  himself 
by  translating  American  fiction,  most 
importantly  Moby-Dick,  and  by  writing 
essays  on  American  authors.  Pavese  saw 
American  writers,  especially  Whitman 
and  Herman  Melville,  not  only  as  liter- 
ary exemplars  but  as  models  of  manhood, 
guides  to  ways  of  living  that  he  did  not 
find  in  the  restricted,  conformist  world 
of  Mussolini's  Italy.  His  translations  and 
essays  represented  sly  acts  of  political  and 
linguistic  subversion  but  also  markers  of 
his  personal  and  artistic  self-realization. 

Pavese  consolidated  his  position  in 
Italian  letters  during  the  five  years  after 
World  War  II.  His  finest  novel,  The  House 
on  the  Hill,  appeared  in  194H,  and  his  last 
and  most  famous,  The  Moon  and  the 
Bonfires,  in  1950.  In  this  same  period, 


however,  he  joined  the  Italian  Commu- 
nist Party  and  publicly  attacked  America 
for  the  sterility  of  its  culture. 

Combining  biography  and  literary 
analysis,  Lawrence  G.  Smith  illuminates 
Pavese's  life  and  also  his  tragic  death,  pre- 
cipitated by  a  brief  failed  love  affair  with 
Constance  Dowling,  an  American  movie 
actress  fifteen  years  his  junior.  Although 
he  barely  knew  Dowling,  her  departure 
from  Italy  in  April  1950  triggered  Pavese's 
long-latent  suicidal  impulses,  and  he 
killed  himself  four  months  later.

Robert  Morris  Copeland  (1830-1874)  was 
one  of  a  small  numher  of  American  land- 
scape practitioners  whose  written  and 
Unit  work  helped  establish  the  founda- 
tions for  city  planning  and  integrated  park 
systems.  As  did  his  colleagues  Frederick 
Law  Olmsted  and  Horace  Cleveland, 
Copeland  merged  many  of  the  principles 


of  scientific  farming  with  landscape  gar- 
dening. Although  he  died  at  a  relatively 
young  age,  his  accomplishments  were  sub- 
stantial. He  left  behind  several  important 
designs  for  cemeteries,  estates,  suburbs, 
communities,  and  parks  throughout  New 
England,  New  York,  and  Pennsylvania. 

In  1859,  Copeland  published  Country 
Life,  which  quickly  became  a  bible  of  sci- 
entific farming  and  landscape  gardening, 
as  it  incorporated  the  latest  agricultural 
practices  with  new  engineering  methods. 
Handsomely  illustrated  with  plates  and 
woodcuts,  the  book  sold  through  six  edi- 
tions. Copeland  organized  the  hook  into 
an  agricultural  year  that  provided  practi- 
cal and  aesthetic  advice  on  a  month-by- 
month  basis,  according  to  area.  He  dedi- 
cated (he  book  "to  all  lovers  of  nature  and 
to  all  engaged  in  cultivating  anil  adorning 


the  earth,"  suggesting  that  a  well-managed 
farm  "can  expand  the  mind  and  ennoble 
the  soul." 

A  new  introduction  by  William  H. 
Tishler  analyzes  the  importance  of  the 
book  to  mid-nineteenth-century  America 
and  chronicles  Copeland's  other  impor- 
tant achievements,  including  his  early 
concept  for  a  metropolitan  park  system  for 
Boston  that  foreshadowed  Charles  Eliot's 
efforts  by  many  years.

Introduction  by  Francis  R.  Kowsky 

The  first  American  book  to 
summarize  the  principles  of 
landscape  design  for  the  modern 
profession 

Samuel  Parsons  Jr.  (1844-1923)  was  one 
of  the  most  well  known  names  in  the  field 
of  landscape  design  in  the  early  twentieth 
century.  A  protege  of  Calvert  Vaux, 
Parsons  worked  with  the  architect  until 
Vaux's  death  in  1895.  ^s  superintendent 
of  planting  in  Central  Park  and  landscape 
architect  to  the  City  of  New  York  for 
nearly  thirty  years,  Parsons  was,  until  his 
resignation  in  191 1,  the  last  direct  link  in 


the  city  to  the  ideals  of  Vaux  and  Frederick 
Law  Olmsted. 

The  most  widely  read  of  Parsons's  sev- 
eral books,  The  Art  of  Landscape  Architec- 
ture (1915)  was  an  affectionate  summing 
up  of  the  theories  and  built  work  that  had 
inspired  America's  first  generation  of 
landscape  architects.  Parsons  illustrated 
his  book  with  photographs  depicting  a 
wide  range  of  landscapes,  including  sev- 
eral of  the  park  designed  by  the  German 
landscape  gardener  Prince  Hermann  von 
Piickler-Muskau.

An  influential  manifesto  on 
modernism  in  landscape  design 

Garrett  Eckbo  (1910-1996)  was  one  of 
the  most  highly  respected  and  influential 
American  modernist  landscape  architects. 
He  worked  assiduously  to  overthrow  the 
Beaux-Arts  system  of  landscape  design 
and  to  develop  an  approach  that  would 
address  the  social  and  economic  chal- 
lenges of  the  modern  world.  Eckbo 
rejected  the  centrality  of  nature  as  a  psy- 
chological and  spiritual  source  of  inspira- 
tion, criticizing  the  "palliative"  introduc- 
tion of  nature  into  cities  in  parks  designed 
by  Olmsted  and  other  nineteenth-century 
landscape  architects  and  arguing  instead 


for  a  scientific  method  that  would  provide 
a  model  for  a  new  approach  to  landscape 
design  entirely  free  of  preconceptions. 

Deliberately  experimental,  Eckbo's 
designs  were  centered  on  the  garden, 
which  he  believed  was  the  prototype  for 
all  landscape  design.  His  built  work  was 
influenced  by  modernist  European  archi- 
tecture, modern  art,  and  vernacular  land- 
scape traditions. 

Published  in  1950,  Landscape  for  Living 
presents  a  synthesis  of  Eckbo's  thinking 
and  professional  work  and  sets  forth  his 
theoretical  approach  to  achieving  the 
"total  landscape."  Illustrations  throughout 
the  book  feature  his  own  designs  for  gar- 
dens, parks,  and  institutional  projects, 
group  housing  frorft  his  graduate  years, 
work  for  the  Farm  Security  Administra- 
tion, and  projects  by  the  firm  of  Eckbo, 
Royston  and  Williams. 


David  C.  Streatfield's  introduction 
chronicles  Eckbo's  life  to  1950,  from  his 
lonely  childhood  through  his  rebellious 
years  at  Harvard  and  well  into  his  dis- 
tinguished early  career  as  a  landscape 
designer,  prolific  author,  and  committed 
social  activist,  interpreting  Eckbo's 
densely  written  text  as  a  reflection  ot  this 
history.
